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Dance’s travels draw criticism 


Elected officials question 
school board's oversight 
of former superintendent

Elected officials in Baltimore County 
are asking why the school board failed to 
scrutinize the extensive out-of-state travel 
by former superintendent Dallas Dance. 

The Baltimore Sun reported last week 
that Dance was traveling outside the 
school district during more than a third of

all school days in 2016, mostly to speak at or 
attend conferences that focused primarily 
on education technology products and 
policies. 

Dance traveled far more than other 
superintendents in the region. In 2016 
alone, Dance visited 19 cities in 13 states, 


The Sun found in its analysis of thousands 
of pages of travel records, credit card 
receipts, expense reports and emails 
found. 

The trips were approved by school 
board chairs. They did not require the 
approval of the full board. Board members 
say they were kept informed of Dance’s 
whereabouts, and he was responsive to 
calls, emails and texts while traveling. 
Parents, teachers and elected officials say 
the extent of his travel was not widely 
known. 

“It’s incredibly unacceptable that some- 
one who is the CEO of the school system is

500 years later, change 
coming to Lutherans 


Once nearly all-white, denomination embracing growing diversity

hen the Rev. Martin Schultheis 
gazed out over the pews at 
Emmanuel Lutheran Church 


in Catonsville on a Sunday 10 years ago, he 
saw about 200 faces. More than 95 
percent, he estimates, were white. 

Attendance has dropped since then — 
these days, about 150 people attend Sunday 
services. But those who do go have a 
different look. 

About one-fourth of the worshippers 
are people of color — a development that 


stands out in a branch of Christianity that 
has historically been slow to change. 

On the 500th anniversary of the Protes- 
tant Reformation — it was half a millen- 
nium ago this Tuesday that the theologian 
Martin Luther is said to have nailed his 
revolutionary Ninety-Five Theses to a 
church door, sparking a historic split with 
the Catholic church — Schultheis says 
Emmanuel and other area congregations 
appear to be in the early stages of a 
reformation of their own. 

“For some [longtime churchgoers] this 
is a frustrating time, one that brings a loss 
of a sense of identity,’ he says. “For others 


it’s an incredibly exciting period. Things 
are changing in a way that’s bringing us 
back to who we really are.” 

Two years ago, the Pew Research Center 
found that the two major branches of 
Lutheranism in the United States — the 
traditionalist Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod and its more culturally progressive 
cousin, the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in America — ranked among the least 
ethnically diverse of the 30 religious 
groups it studied. 

Both were more than 95 percent 
Caucasian. They came in 28th and 29th on

Police disciplinary trial to begin 
for van driver in Freddie Gray case 


Caesar Goodson is first of three officers to face departmental hearing

The Baltimore police officer acquitted of murder 
in the death of Freddie Gray today will face the 
latest — and last — push to hold him accountable, as 
his police disciplinary trial for alleged violations of 
department policies begins at the University of 


Baltimore. 


Officer Caesar Goodson Jr., the driver of the 
police van in which the 25-year-old Gray suffered 
mortal spinal cord injuries in April 2015, faces more 
than 20 charges, according to a source familiar with 


the case. 
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The charges include providing a false statement 
about the circumstances surrounding Gray’s arrest, 
and neglecting his duty to keep Gray safe by failing 
to secure him in a seat belt, according to multiple 


sources familiar with the case.

Goodson, 48, has not spoken publicly about the 
case. He has always maintained his innocence. Two 
officers charged in Gray’s arrest and death have 
accepted department discipline.

Speculation swirls 
about indictment of 
former GOP aides

WASHINGTON — One of two former 
top strategists for the Trump campaign is 
“likely” to face indictment as early as today, 
a senior Democrat said Sunday, previewing 
what would be the first criminal charges in 
the intensifying probe led by special 
counsel Robert Mueller into current and 
former members of President Donald 
Trump’s inner orbit. 

Rep. Adam Schiff, D-Calif, ranking 
member of the House intelligence commit- 
tee, said a federal judge could unseal an 
indictment against either Paul Manafort, 
Trump’s former campaign manager, or 
Michael Flynn, who briefly served as 
Trump’s national security adviser in the 
White House. 

Schiff’s comments came amid intense 
speculation at the White House and on 
Capitol Hill over media reports that a 
federal grand jury in Washington has 
approved its first indictment in the FBI 
investigation into Russian meddling in the 
2016 election and whether members of 
Trump’s campaign actively colluded with 
Moscow. 

Schiff, a former federal prosecutor, said 
he was reacting to news reports and could 
not confirm the target or whether it 
involved Russia. “We haven’t been told who 
itis,” he said on ABC’s “This Week.” 

Representatives of Flynn and Manafort 
could not be reached for comment on 
Sunday, and some reports suggested other 
individuals might be the focus of the sealed 
indictment. 

Trump did not specifically react to the 
expected indictment, but in a series of 
tweets, he denounced what he called 
“phony Trump/Russia... ‘collusion? which 
doesn’t exist.”
